rj WASHINGTON ■ A House Comirirf- 
tee adopted a series' bf rules yesterday 
to revive its investigations of the assas- 
sinations of President Kennedy and 
Martin Luther King Jr. , 

But the chances , of , the committee 
surviving past this month are minimal, 
'said Rep. Richardson Preyer (D-N.C ), 
who presided over the meeting in the 
absence of chairman Henry Gonzalez 
(D-Tex.). 

Gonzales submitted his resignation 
as chairman last week, but the House 
has not acted on it. He avoided the 
meeting after warning that any action 
;ne committee took would be contrary 
10 House rules. 

The 11 other committee members 
unanimously approved procedural and 
m\ e^igative rules proposed by Richard 
Sprague, the former Philadelphia pro- 
secutor whom Gonzalez tried to have 
f;:*ed as the committee’s chief counsel 
and staff director. 

Sprague stressed that the commit- 
tee s primary need was time. He said a 
thorough job cannot b A done if the :
